SATAN is ever watching to slip up on us and we must 
be wide awake every moment, or lie will "get an 
advantage." Beloved, if yon cln not get the start of 
the Devil, he will get the start of you — and this may 
mean defeat. In a race or contest of any kind, much 
depends on getting a good start on the other fellow.

"Let 
him that thinketh he standeth take heed, lest he fall." 

Have you ever noticed how some days, or weeks 
start out with a song and end with a sigh? Why was 
it so? Was it not because you felt too secure, laid aside 
your armor and Satan took advantage? Sometimes — 
there may be days, or even weeks of uninterrupted peace- 
and smooth sailing; a good job, plenty of money, a large 
circle of friends, no sickness and no losses.

T is impossible to over-estimate the value of a band of soul-Ushers who 
seek out the peuitent at the close of a Meeting, or land the "Ash" at 
the penitent-form. This sacred art, for that is what it is, was insti- 
tuted, sanctioned and blessed by our Lord and Saviour, when He said to 
His fishermen disciples, "from henceforth thou shalt catch men!" While 
the work is very easy to some. It is a great cross to others, but with 
peraevorance the art can he cultivated by all. 

A Salvation Soldier who, perhaps, has not the speaking qualifications 
of many of his fellows, but has a deep love for souls, may do as much 
for the salvation of souls by earnest, personal pleading as has been done 
by the appeal from the platform. There Is very little recorded in Church

Although Andrew became an Apostle, It is possible that he never 
had the opportunity to preach to very large crowds, hut his brother Simon, 
whom he succeeded In bringing to Jesus, far more than compensatou for 
his deficiency in this direction. He little dreamed when he brought his 
brother to Christ that he would become a blessing to sueh multitudes 
of precious souls. And is this not often the case7 

No one can rightly estimate the value of a soul that is brought to 
Christ, especially when finch, by the grftee of God, like Peter, gets on Are 
with love for Christ and the Salvation of others. We may not be able to 
reach the thousands ourselves, but God, In answer to our prayers and in 
honor of our faithfulness In personal dealing, may use us as His instru- 
ments in bringing a Peter, or a Whitefleld, a Spurgeon, a Moody, or some 
other, who may he ahlo to preach to the multitudes and wiu tiiciu 
to Christ. 

Fishing requires not only skill, hut tact and plenty of patience, and 
the flsher should be able to reason, persuade and convince. Argument 
seldom results satisfactorily, but what will help the flsher will ho to get 
the penitent to condemn himself and his actions, by leading him to admit 
his wrong.

Toronto Dental Discovery 

MAY BANISH ABSCESS TROUBLES FROM ROOTS Of 
TEETH. 

THE greatest advance in dentistry in a hundred years is expected 
to develop from research work carried on at the University ot 
Toronto and elinical experiments by Toronto dentists. 

Briefly, the result of this great discovery is expected to be that no 
longer will there be any danger of abscesses forming at Ihe roots of teetli 
For five, years research work has been carried on at the University, and 
for three years it has been tested by practising dentists. Only now. alter 
thorough testing, is the discovery announced to "the dental prolession, 
and to the public at large, tlirutifrll an article in the current (January) 
number of the Dominion Dental Journal. 

The essence of the discovcrv is the use of copper amalgam as a per- 
manent filling for the root canals of the tooth. Copper amalgam has 
been used as a filling for teeth before, but until the research work at lie 
University, it was not known to havr a permanent germicidal e tect. Jo 
Dr. F. C. Husband, Toronto dentist, goes the credit of seeing the po-,*i- 
bilities as a filling- for root canals. 

The result, of the discovery, in non-technical language, is confidently 
expected to be that where the nerve in a tooth has been destroyed, the 
cavity can be filled with copper amalgam, and there will be no danger 
of an abscess or gathering forming at the root of the tooth. Or, : .t an 
abscess already exists there, it can be cleaned out, the cavity filled with 
copper amalgam, and there will be no further danger of an abscess.

The hymn, "Jesus the very thought 
of Thee," which, is often called "The 
Name of Jesus," >vns probably writ- 
ten about lllifl, during Bernard's re- 
tirement after the crusade, and is un- 
doubtedly the most famous hymn of 
the Middle Ages.

When the will gladly makes this 
unconditional consecration, it is 
easy to trust unwaveringly in 
Christ as the uttermost Saviour. 
In fact, when the self life expires, 
the fullness of the Spirit comes in 
as naturally as the air rushes into 
a vacuum. Faith then becomes as 
natural as breathing. We create 
the vacuum by dethroning our 
idols. 

The whole question relating to 
Full Salvation is simply whether he 
will sell all to buy this pearl of 
great price. Nearly eU the delay, 
difficulty, and danger lie.; at this 
point — a reluctance to part with 
all things. Self can assert itself just 
as effectually in a little as in a great 
thing. If self has life and strength 
enough to cling to a straw, it has 
power to bar the gate to perfect 
soul-rest. . < 

Unsuccessful seeker, look within 
for the hindrances to your faith. 
You will find it perhaps in that 
small idol, so small as almost to 
need a microscope to see it; in 
that indulgence which you know 
wars against your highest spirit- 
uality; in that other gratification, 
of which you stand in doubt, and 
yet five self and not God the bene- 
fit of the doubt; in that slight 
omission, of which conscience 
once spoke quite clearly, but now 
with a lesseiing emphasis. Ap- 
pear before God with a perfect 
willingness to do His will, and you 
will find faith springing up spon- 
taneously in your heart. 

Let your faith in God, who alone 
can bring about the transformation, 
be as real and sincere as it is to- 
ward the common things of life. 
When you go to ride in a street 
car it is not customary to wonder 
if the motorman is able to control 
the car and switch the power on and 
off as necessary; you board the 
car, take your seat, and exercise 
faith in the one, into whose hands, 
you have committed yourself for 
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f height !

Now, the practical question is. 
How may we reach that state ot 
nothingness? Is it a gift of God, 
or is it attainable by our own ex- 
ertions? In a sense it is both. Every 
step Christward is of grace, and 
grace is of God. But this grace 
assists our efforts, and is ineffectual 
without them. 

At the same time the Divine 
command, "Humble yourselves un- 
der the mighty hand of God, im- 
plies that our wills are to be active 
in sinking out of self into God. St. 
Paul says, "I have been crucified 
with Christ; it is no longer I that 
live, but Christ liveth in me." The 
power of Divine grace had nailed 
Him to the Cross, but He had sought 
this very crucifixion, and willingly 
yielded His hands to the spikes. 
His side to the spear, and His head 
to the crown of thorns. 

Hostility of the self-life to this 
sudden and violent extinction is the 
chief hindrance to faith. "How 
can ye believe who receive honor. 
one of another, and seek not the 
honor that cometh from God 
only?" Jesus indicates that the 
self-life thrives chiefly on the 
esteem and applause of our fellow- 
men. It is not by accident that in 
every age those who have fully 
/ consecrated themselves to Christ 
have been under a cloud of re- 
proach. Christ has set reproach 
and persecution as two cherubim at 
the gate of the Eden of perfect 
love to test the consecration, cour- 
age, and confidence of all who seek 
to enter. They who lack any one 
of these qualities must be excluded 
from this paradise 
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
